Abram Eckert Was to Have Been 
Hanged, but He Took Poison 
and Died. 


WILEKESBARRE, Pa., Dec. 8.—There was 
great excitement at the County Jail at 6 
o’clock this morning when Warden Boland 
was aroused from_his slumbers by one of 
the night watchmen, who reported to him 
that murderer Abram Eckert, who was to 
have been executed at 10 o’clock to-day for 
the murder of Frederick T. Bittenbender 
on July 7, 1895, at Nanticoke, Pa., had taken 
poison and was dying. The Warden knocked 
at Eckert’s cell and found him breathing 
heavily. He quickly telephoned for physi- 


cians. The doctors at once applied the 
stomach pump, but Eckert died at 11:38 


a. m. . 
When Eckert retired at midnight he ap- 
eared in good spirits. He had just. bade 

his family farewell. The déath watch was 

placed on him as usual. Eckert said he 

wanted to be awakened at 6 o'clock. At 6 

o’clock one of the men on the watch tapped 

the murderer on the shoulder and told him 
to arise, but his only response was a groan. 

How the ison reached the prisoner is a 

mystery. It is believed it was brought in b 

one of his relatives, and that Eckert took 


the fatal dose shortly after he retired.

Senator Dubois Resigns as Secretary 
of the Caucus and From the 
Steering Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The most notice- 
able feature of the Republican Senate cau- 
cus, which assembled to-day, as seen from 
the outside, was the absence of the men who 
had bolted the nomination of McKinley be- 
cause of the gold standard platform. Those 
who were absent on this account were Sen- 
ators Dubois, Pettigrew, Mantle, Cannon, 
Squire and Teller. All of these, exdept Sen- 
ator Teller, were in the city and could have 
attended if they had been so disposed. In- 
deed some of them were in their committee 
rooms in the capitol while the caucus was in 
progress. That their absence was intention- 
al was clearly shown by the following letter 
which Senator Dubois sent to the caucus, 
and which was read soon after the meeting 
was called to order by Senator Sherman:

Although Cooper could not get members 
of the ring to his room the second time, he 
met them individually on several occasions 
at Mollencott’s saloon.

SENSATION AT THE PORTE. 


Meanwhile the People Are Suffering 
Awful Agonies in Elo- 
quent Silence. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Constantinople says: The an- 
nouncement is made that M. Nelidoff, the 
Russian Ambassador, has again postponed 
his return journey to the end of the month, 
This is looked upon here as an auspicious 
sign that Russia proposes giving Turkey 
the necessary time to apply reforms.

This information has created a sensation 
in the Sultan's circle. 

M. Nelidoff, Russian Ambassador to Tur- 
key, who is expected back from a visit to 
St. Petersburg, will, it is understood, call 
a conference of the Ambassadors immed!- 
ately upon his return to his post, to discuss 
the question of financial and other reforms 
poe and the opening of the Darda- 
nelles. 

Your correspondent has been abh'e of 
late to speak to numbers of moderate 
Turks and Armenians, and all agree that 
the present condition of affairs cannot last. 
It is true that the people are quiet. There 
is eloquence in their silence. It ig the ter- 
tible calm of people who have nothing to 
eat. The suffering in this great and beau- 
tiful city of Constantinople is too awful. 
Only conciliation can restore that confi- 
dence which can alone bring back prosper- 


ity. 

This is why the advocates of concilia- 
tion are playing such an important role. 
May they succeed in it! 

In Mgr. Ormanian the Armenians have 
found a singularly efficient religious leader. 
No one can charge him with being infiu- 
enced before the court. He scarcely knows 
a member of the court. He is a diplomatist 
—that is to say, an adaptable man. He is 
for conciliation, but with honor—that is to 
say, without sacrificing too much. He has 
around him a council of men of such po- 
sition and strength as no patriarch has 
ever had before. He comes into power at a 
time when he can exercise more good in- 
fluence, and, unless promises be broken, 
meet with more support in high quarters 
than any of his predecessors, as he enters 
office with the distinct understanding that 
one of his first requests will be an amend- 
ment of the Sahmanatroup, or organic law, 
80 mich called for, and that his request 
will be granted.

CLEVELANDS FAREWELL MES- 
SAGE. 

Mr. Cleveland's last message to Con- 
gress was confidently expected by his 
small] coterie of followers to be a sort of 
great man’s farewell to the American 
people, a la George Washington. It was 
sure to contain—so they proclaimed in ad- 
vance—some sententious utterances of 
great public truths that would. impress 
themselves upon mankind in the present 
and be quoted by political students in the 
ages to come. 

That was the expectation. It was not 


without doubt the most commonplace 
document to which he has ever appended 
his name. Starting out with an announce- 
ment that he would omit the usual de- 
tails, he has brought together under the 
various heads the most dry-as-dust ac- 
cumulation of details gathered from thr 
Department reports that ever formed the 
framework of a Presidential message. 

Even in the composition, the most com- 
monplace language seems to have been 
deliberately chosen. There are none of 
the Clevelandesque phrases. There is not 
a single example of the word-coinage that 
has marked all previous messages from 
the same pen. The Message as a Whole is 
a plain, eober, pedantic statement, such 
as a bored clerk not particularly in love 
with a somewhat tedious task might be 
expected to draw up. The only paragraph 
in it that reminds one of Cleveland in his 
first term is that which closes the section 
devoted to pensions, and it is character- 
istic of Cleveland that this is a defense 
of himself against criticisms which have 
evidently nettled him, 

The dissertation omthe finances, which 
the forecasts of e Message led us to 
believe would be in itgelf a memorable 
public document, is simply a brief and 
bald reassertion of points he has pre- 
viously made, and which were made far 
more forcibly in his special message to 
the extra session. The condemnation of 
the Trusts, with which the Message 
closes, has an air of perfunctoriness 
which is.in curious contrast with what 
Mr. Cleveland said under thé same head 
in the message to Congress with which he 
closed his first term.

The bicycle riders who are speeding day 
and night over the track at Madison Square 
Garden in the, six-day race, which staned 
Monday morning at 12:10 o'clock, are tearing 
records all to pietes, and are putting the 
bicycle on a perity with the locomotive 
as far as speed is concerned. There were 
twenty-seven men to start when the pistol 
was fired. After, @ hundred miles or 0 
several dropped out, after a couple of hun- 
dred one or two more quit. They are out 
of the race for good. They can claim noth- 
ing, as it was necessary to go at least 500 
miles in the entire six days to be entitled 
to any claims whatever. Those who did 
stay. however, are getting there in great 
shape, the leader haying reeled over the 
trifling distance of 483 miles in 25 hours. 
What his actual riding time has been has 
not yet been announ but he has in the 
% hours taken out re nable time for eat- 

nd sleeping, so that it is safe to say 
that he has ne ioe 433 miles in about 20 
hours, or at the rate of 21 miles an hour.

AN INDIAN GETS JUDGMENT. 


Von der Ahe Must Pay Whirlwind 
What He Owes Him. 


+ The famous suit of Clemens Whirlwind 
against Chris Von der Ahe was decided 
by the Court of Appeals in the Indian’s 
favor Tuesday. 

In passing on the case the court estab- 
lished a precedent on the question of an 


Indian’s right to sue and be sued, 

Whirlwind is from the Rosebud Agency 
in North Dakota. About twenty of his 
tribe came to_S&. Louis under contract 
with Taylor’s “Wild West Show in 1895. 
’Von der Ahe agreed with Taylor to pay 
him a salary as manager to exhibit the 
Indians in Sportsman’s Park and to pay 
the Indians the $47 back salaries due them 
and their future salaries, amounting to 
$290 a month. 

Von der Ahe’s enterprise failed and the 
Indians did not get their money. They 
were reduced almost to starvation and 
ae frequent visits en masse to Mayor 

albridge seeking relief. Finally they as- 
signed their claims to Whirlwind, who sued 
Von der Ahe in a justice’s court. 

Von der Ahe’s defense was that Whirl- 
wind, being an Indian, had no standing in 
court. He lost the case before the justice 
and the verdict was against him in the Cir- 
cuit Court. 

In affirming the judgment Judge Bond 
of the Court of Appeals, Judges Rombauer 
and Biggs concurring, holds that an Indian 
off the reservation can sue for his personal 
rights as well as his rights under a con- 
raes made while away from ‘the reserva- 

on. 

The opinion concludes as follows: 

“It is a part of the American creed that 
all men are created equal before the law. 
In the administration of justice, neither 
race, rank nor riches confers any advantage 
on their possessor over any other person. 
These accidents are not permitted to mar 
the wisdom and purity of laws made for 
he equal protection of every human being. 

e cannot, in justice to humanity, deny 
the application of this principle to the orig- 
inal owners of the soil, nor refuse to any 
person, though ‘neither citizen nor foreign- 
er, the equal protection of the laws of any 
State while he is a denizen within its 
borders.”’

Hereafter Their Wives Are Also Re- 
sponsible. 


The St. Louls Court of Appeals settled a 
btirning question Tuesday by ‘establishing 
the responsibility in damages of a married 
woman for her own acts. It was in the 
case of James Smith against Augusta 


Schoene and her husband, for damages for 
assault. 

The testimony in the lower court showed 
that @mith entered Mis. Schoene’s kitchen 
one evening in an intoxicated condition. 
Mrs. Schoene plied a whip over his shoul- 
ders, Schoene coming in, threw Smith out. 
In going out, one of Smith’s legs was broken 
in two places. Judgment was rendered 
against both Schoene and his wife. Mrs. 
Schoene appealed on the ground that bein 
@ married woman, what blame for the af- 
fair that did not attach to Smith should 
be charged against her husband. 

Judge Biggs, in sustaining the lower curt, 
holds that while it is a presumption of evi, 
dence that a married woman’s unlawful 
acts are committed under her husband's 
coercion, evidence to disprove the presump.- 
tion would be competent, such as proof that 
the assault was at the wife’s instigation or 
that she was stronger than her husband. In 
the cage in point, the evidence showed that 
Mrs. Schoene instigated the assault. 

The decision relieves married men of @ 
terr’ble responsibility.

The merchants of South Broadway have 
been working for several years to obtain 
better street railway facilities for their 
section of the city. After a number of 
unsuccessful efforts to induce the different 
street railway lines to build east and west 
feeders from the southwestern part of the 
city to South Broadway they have at last de- 
termincd to build these railroads them- 
selves. 

The Railroad Committee of the South 
Broadway Merchants’ Association held a 
meeting at the office of ex-President Chas. 
H. Thuner, who is chairman of the com- 
mittee, Monday afternoon and formulated 
plans for organizing a company to build at 
least two lines of street railroad from the 
western city limits to South Broadway as 
soon as the franchises can be obtained, 

At this meeting it was determined to 
organize a company with 2,000 shares of 
capital stock, t0* be paid for at the rate of 
$3 per share, but while the company is to be 
caphtalized originally for only $6,000, all of 
which is to be fully paid up, as soon as it 
is incorporated and the franchises are ob- 
tained the capital stock will be increased. 

According to the plan formulated at Mon- 
day’s meeting, the 20,000 shares of stock 
are to be held as follows: 200 shares are io 
be owned by the South Broadway Mer- 
chants’ Association, 258 shares by the Pre gi- 
dentof the new company,/and 257 shares will 
be held by each of the seven directors of 
the company. The members of the associa- 
tion to have the preference in subscriptions 
for sock. 

The committee has decided to construct 
two double track lines from Broadway to 
the western city limits, one running out 
Shenandoah and the other out Wyoming 
street. 

At the meeting Monday afternoon Presi- 
dent Ben Westhus, ex-President Thuner, 
Secretary Rollmann and L. F. Hammer were 
present. After deciding to organize the com- 
pany and outlining the plans, the committee 
decided to call a meeting Wednesday af- 
ternoon to arrange the minor details and 
receive subscriptions for the capital stock.
